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HOW TO SETTLE STRIKES 


EXPERIENCE OF THE BURLINGTON 
WITH THE BROTHERHOOD. 


Full Text 6f the Correspondence on Which 

the Agreement Was Reached—The En- 

| gineers Concede Every Point Except 
That Their Organization Should Be 
Recognized—The Company Agrees Not 
to Show Animosity in Any Way Toward 
the Men Whe Were Law Abiding. 


At 5 o’clock last evening Mr. Henry B. 
Stone, Second Vice-President of the Chicago, 
Burlingtun & Quincy Railroad Company, 
made public the terms of the agreement 
reached between the Burlington system and 
the special committee of nine of the brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen 
appointed at the Richmond convention 
settle the .“ strike. The agreement is 
briéf, ali there 1s to it being contained in a 
message sent by President C. E. Perkins to 
Mr. Stone Thursday morning. The message 
reacs as follows: 

Boston, Mass., Jan. A— 1 Henry B. Stone, 
Vice-President Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Ratl- 
way, Chicago, II. I did not telegraph yester 
‘day, as you requested, because it seemed impor 
taht under the circumstances, and since we 
have been asked by the engineers to say what 
our position is, that it should be done with the 
authority of the whole Executive Committee. 
The committee is now in session and lam au- 
thorized and instructed to send you the follow- 


The company will not follow up, blacklist, or 
in any manner attempt to proscribe those who 
were concerned in the strike, but, on the, con- 
trary, will cheerfully give to all who have not 
‘been guilty ot violence or other improper con- 
duct letters of introduction, showing their rec- 
ord in our service and will in all proper ways as 
sist them in finding employment. | 

The first duty of the management is to those 
who are in the company’s employ, ana we must 
remember and protect their interests by promo- 
tions and by every othér means in our power. 
Beyond this, if it should be necessary to go out- 
side of the service for men in any capacity, it is 
our intention to select the best men available, 
and in making selections not to exclude those 
who were engaged in the strike of Feb. 27 if 
they are the best men available, and provided 
they have not since been guilty of violence or 
other improper conduct, 0

This is identically tne result prophesied by 
Tue Triscns of Jan. 2. The ex-strikers Will 
not be blacklisted by the Burlington, but, 
other things being equai, will when vacan- 
cies occur be given the preierence to untried 
men. Nothing is said either as to the classifi- 
cation or the mileage system of pay. The 
ex-strikers stand practically where they 
stood ten months ago with perhaps this 
singie exception. Whereas last spring both 
President Perkins and Manager Stone de- 
clined positively to deal directty in the set- 
tlement of this strike with either Mr. Arthur 
or Mr. Sargent as chiefs of two railroad broth- 
erhood organizations, at this last conference 
the railroad officials have treated directly 
with the men, 

To the public this concession may not mean 
much, but it meant everything to Mme 
brotherhood. A year ago the Burlington re- 
fused to recognize the brotherhood. By this 
agreement the brotherhood is recognized as 
such. This is the only point of importance 
granted by the Burlington company. On the 
other hand, Chief Arthur, Chairman Cavnuer, 
and his committee, authorized representa- 
tives of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Eu- 
gineers, have made a no less important con- 
cession. The waiving of the mileage system 
and the signing of the above agreement are 
as much an acknowledgment of defeat as so 
many words would admit. 

Neither side can claim a positive victory. 
To use Vice-President Stone’s own words, 
There is nothing much to crow over.“ 

The agreement was not given to the press 
until the following telegram was received by 
Mr. Stone yesterday afternoon: 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 7.— Henry B. Stone, Vice- 
President Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Kailway: 
Circulars will go to the divisions tonight inform- 
ing them of the settlement made.

“This,” explained Mr. Stone, 'was in pur- 
suance of an understanding reached between 
Mr. Cavner and myself last Friday that noth- 
ing should be divuiged to the press before 
the divisions were informed of our settle- 
ment. This circular will go before every 
division of the brotherhood in the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico, where it will be 
read to them.“ N 

Mr. Stone talked for a while about the 
work done by Cavner's committee, express- 
ing his admiration in unmeasured terms of 
the Chairman and his special commuttee. 
“They are a fine body of intelligent men,” 
he said. 

“Why was it,” Mr. Stone was asked, 
*that you could not agree with Mr. Arthur at 
the conference held at the Grand Pacific 
early last March?” 

“The men wanted to come back all to- 
gether or not at all. Mr. Arthur, I beneve, 


was willing to settle then, and let as many 


men come back to take their places as vacan- 
¢ies still existed. That, I think, was the 
reason.” 

Other questions were put to the Vice-Pres- 
ident to learn why the brotherhood had not 
settled with the Burlington eight months 
ago on exactly the present terms, which are 
distinctly the company’s terms, but Mr. 
Stone was disinclined to answer. 

„Wait a few days,“ he said. There is no 
need, now that the trouble is permanently 
settled, to go back to its history.“

Hanntsnune, Pa, Jan. 7.—[Special.}— 
The great contest at this sessibn of the Leg- 
islature promises to be the battle of the State 
Grange against the Chicago dressed-beef 
syndicate. The g®ange asserts that the in- 
troduction of beef into the markets 
of this State has killed the cattle growing in- 
terests of the farmers and has entailed a 
loss of many millions of dollars in the de- 
preciation of such property. The (trangers 
have seen their business slowly but surely 
slipping away from them, until it has now 
almost reached its minimum. An officer 
of the grange makes the asser- 
tion that withm me last four or 
five years there has been a falling off in 
Pennsylvania 1 from 65 to 75 per cent in the 
stock ted and fattened for the markets. This 
great loss of business 1s laid at the door of 
the Chicago beef syndicate. The Grangers 
propose to ask the Legislature at this session 
to remedy this evil. At the session of the 
grange last December the President, Leon- 
ard Rhone, was directed to appointa Commit- 
tee on Legislation. He has appointed on this 
committee Senator Jared A, Brown of York, 
Representative A. L. Taggart of Montgom- 
ery, James G. McoSparran of Lancaster, the 
Hon. V. E. Piollet of Bradford, and Col. R.

A BILL PRE PARED. 

This committee has 2 a bill which 
will be introduced in the House early in the 
session. The bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of inspectors in all parts of the State 
whose duty it shall be to inspect all cattie on 
the hoof before it is permitted to enter the 
abattoirs. The bill also contains a provision 
which makes it a misdemeanor to expose, 
sell, or offer for gale any dressed beef or any 
otner fresh meats unless the animal from 
which it comes has been so inspected within 
the limits of the State. e effect of 
this is to debar the Chicago beef from 
the markets of Pennsylvania, which, 
outside of New York, are perhaps 
the most important for the syndicate in the 
country. The farmers, anticipating that a 
fight will be ma ie by Armour and the other 

estern beef kings to hold the markets they 
have secured here, have already been at work 
in the interestof the measure. Nearly twenty 
members of the grange are members of the 
House, and in the Senate there are two mem 
bers of the grange. This is the largest rep- 
resentation body has ever had in any 
Legislature. Allof these men are said to be 
pledged to vote for the bill, and in addition 
to them are many others. Au officer of the 
grange, who uested that his name should 
not be used, said today: 

VIEWS OF A GRANGER. 

„We are going to pass this bill. It is only 
fair to tne farmers of Pennsylvania to grant 
this request. The Grauge has a membership 
of from 40,000 to 50,000. and every man is in 
favor of the proposed amendment. We have 
over 800 local organizations in the State and 
every oaeof the organizations bas been after 
the member of the Legislature from its dis- 
trict, and I teli you we are confident of win- 
ning the fight.“ 

“Don’t you expect a hard fight from the 
Chicago beef syndicate?” 

“i have no doubt the syndicate will make 
an attempt to defeat the bill. But when 
they find out how firmly we are intrenched 
here [think they will withdraw. We have 
no fear of the result. We passed the Oleo- 
margarine lawat the last session and we 
feel easy about this bill. Petitions are now 
being circulated throughout the State, and I 
feel quite sure that Wwheu we gather them aH 
in and present them to the Legislature we 
will have from 100,000 to 125,000 signatures. 
There will bea large delegation of farmers 
here from ail over the State in the interest of 
the bill and we will make things lively. The 
Chicago beef syndicate has made its boast 
that it will completely destroy cattle-raising 
in the East. It has almost succeeded, but I 
believe the time has come when there is to 
be a change. It has monopolized our mar- 
kets long enough. It has undersold our 
stock-raisers yntil they have been forced out 
of competition, and the butchers in our towns 
and cities have been forced to handle their 
meats or reti from business. Even the 
railroads have been compeiled to carry the 
meat supply of this syndicate at a small 
profit.” 

TALKING ABOUT DISEASED MEAT, 

The farmers in the Cumberland Valley in 
Lancaster and in the Lebanon Valley who 
four or five years ago did a thriving busi- 
ness in feeding and fattening stock now 
raise no more cattle than they can help. 
They have fox, the last two or three years 
been unable e fund any market for their 
dre meat and have consequently 
retired from the business. The Grangers 
also attack the Chicago beef syndi- 
cate on the ground that much 
ot its meat is diseased and 
unhealthy. They say that evidence of offi- 
cials at St. Louis and other points where 
there is any supervision shows that thou- 
sands of cattle enter abattoirs with canccr- 
ous sores, tuberculosis, Texas fever, and big- 
head, besides the large number injured by 


the accidents of transportation. Evidence of 


this character has been coliected by the Leg- 
isjative Committee of the Grange and will be 
submitted to the Legisiature witb an idea of 
impressing the members with the fact that 
the imported meat is dangerous to the public 
health. 


THE DELAWAEE SENATORSHIP. 


All the Senatorial Candidates in Delaware 
Now at Dover. 


Dover, Del., Jan. 7.—[Special.|—All the 
candidates for che United States Senatorsnip 
are on the ground here tonight. Ex-Con- 
gressman N. B. Smithers and George V. 
Massey live here, and are keeping their eyes 
open, of course. Anthony Higgins of Wil- 
mington, Charles H. Treat of Sussex, and J. 
Edward Addicks of Philadeiphia, who votes 
in New Castle County, arrived on late trains.

The State street LV road ordinance wal 
dealt another blow in the Council last even- 
ing. This was expected. It had been ru- 
mored around the City-Hali during the day 
that the surface roads had effected a junc- 
tion of their forces, and that the Aldermen 
who are attached to their interests would 
vote with those who for other reasons were 
opposed to the State street project. That the 
rumors were not without foundation was 
proved by the adoption of the majority re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee recom- 
mending that the ordinance be placed on file.

THE MAYOR HAD SIGNED. 

Ald. Burke raised a good-sized row at the 
opening of the proceedings by moving the re- 
consideration of the vote by which the tele- 
phone ordinance was passéd.

The Mayor, who was in 
the chair, put a damper on the ardor of the 
two Councilmen by saying that he had signed 
the ordinance. t had been voted for dy 
twenty-nine members, the Mayor said; it 
had been before the Council for nearly 
a year; it had been before the Finance 
Committee for months; it was recom mended 
by that committee, The ordinance reserved 
the rights of the city and brought it revenue.

UNPROFITABLE BUSINESS VENTURES, 


The Meyenberg Brick Company Makes an 
Assignment—Minor Disasters. 

Being unable to stem the tide the Meyen- 
berg Brick Company has been thrown upou 
the shore of bankruptcy. The failure seems 
to be an honorable one, and the assignment 
to Wylie 8. Abbott, former Secretary ana 
Treasurer of the company, is for tne benefit 
of all the creditors. 

The Meyenberg Brick Company is a corpo- 
rate body having a capital stock of $500,000, 
of which one-half has been taken. Its incor- 
poration papers were granted in May, 1887. 
The stockholders were required to pay about 
35 per cent on the stock Reid by them, or, in 
other words, put up $87,500. The plant erect- 
ed at Root and Ciark streets cost the com- 
pany about $48,000. This includes four kilns, 
one of which is but partially finished, coating 
$35,000. Machinery and buildings cost 
$13,000 more. To perfect the plant sev- 
eral thousand dollars more were needed. 
Herman Peterson, a Board of Trade operator, 
loaned the company $30,000, and was made 
the Treasurer of the company, vice Mr. Ab- 
bott, resigned. During the first year of 
operation between 400,000 and 500,000 bricks 
were made. Of this amount but 200,000 were 
sold. To meet the demand but one kiln was 
operated. The assignee says there is a sale- 
able stock on hand of 200,000 bricks, valued 
at 840 per thousand, and that the total liabili- 
ties will not exceed $40,000 outside of the 
stockholders. He ciaims the assets to be, at 
a fair vaiuation, not less than $80,000. He 
says the differences will be amicably settled, 
and intimates that business will be resumed. 
The pressure came from Mr. Peterson. 

G. H. Hughes, oneof the. stockholders, 
thought that the failure was largely due to 
mismanagement. The officers of the com- 
pany were: F. P. Meyenberg, inventor of the 
process, President; E. C. Ward, Secretary; 
and Herman Peterson, Treasurer. Tne proc- 
ess used in the manufacture was what is 
known as the semi-dry. The clay comes from 
near Tiffin, O., and makes a superior brick. 
Mr. Abbott, the assignee and former Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the concern, said that 
he resigned his position only on account of 
his. health. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 7.—The firm of 
Wemott, Howard & Co., doing.a business at 
Nos. 386 and 388 Jackson street, made an as- 
signment today to Joseph Lackey. The firm 
came to St. Paul from Dubuque, Ia., about a 
year ago last September. eir assets are 
probabiy $50,000 or $60,000 and their tiabili- 
ties a little less. The assignment was 
brought on by» a suit brought by John T. 
Reynolds. 

Racing, Wis., Jan. 7.—[Special. |—Late this 
afternoon John Beck, a boot and shoe mer- 
chant, made an assignment to IL. C. Klein. 
Tee assets are estimated at $17,000 and the 
liabilities at $9,500. Among the heaviest 
creditors are the New York Kubber Com- 
pany, New York, $600, and S. Raueber & Co, 
of Rochester, N. Y., $600. 

New York, Jan. 7.—Judge Beach of the 
Supreme Court today handed down 4a decision 
setting aside the assignment of Payne, Steck 
& Co., jewelers, on the ground of fraud, on 
tne suit of D. Wilcox, a creditor. The firm 
failed Dec. 28, 1867, with liavilities of $200,000 
and asset of only $12,000. Just prior to the 
failure the firm confessed judgment to rela- 
tives for $20,000, and Payne, it is said, drew 
$40,000 from the funds of the firm for his own 
use.

Curious Experience of Henry Heard, At- 
lanta’s Colored Editor. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—A curi- 
ous story was made public here today con- 
cerning Henry Heard, the colored editor and 
politician.

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HAVE A MAJORITY AT SPRINGFIELD. 


T. & Chapman Likely to Be Made Presi- 
dent Pro Tem.—Col. Matthews Has a 
Clear field for the Speakership of the 
House, His Oppovents Having With- 
drawa—Crafts to Be the Democratic 
Nominee—Palmer Persists He is Not 
Seeking a Nomioaticn. 


SprInGrriecp, III., Jan. 7.—[Special. |—The 
caucus of the Repubiican Senators tomorrow 
night will either be barmonious or the con- 
testants who have undertaken to organize 
the Senate will determine by force of mem- 
bers whether or not those who have been in 
power heretofore will remain so. 

There are twenty-five of the thirty-five Re- 
publican Senators in Springfield tonight, and 
they are sufficient to convey the conviction 
that there will bea change in the manage- 
ment of the Senate. It will not be an arbi- 
trary change, and those who have been the 
Republican leaders in the Senate will be 
given respectful consideration, but the ex- 
igencies of the situation require reforms, and 
this is the principle on which Senators 
Eckhart, Pierce, Johns, Chapman, and 
others of their colleagues have made what 
appears to be a winning fight. 

Senator Johns was the projector of the 
fight which has been in embryo for two 
years, and he has enlisted with himanumber 
of men who have no ambition to gratify 
other than to promote the party’s welfare. 
The missing Senators, some of whom are 
looked for in the morning, are MacMillan, 
Monahan, Sheets, Bacon of Will, Hamen, 
Frisbie, Kerrick, Lehman, Hadley, and, Ho- 
gan, and their views as to the means be 
employed in the organization of the Senate 
have been communicated to those who solic- 
ited them. Possibly two out ot the ten will 
be in favor of establisted precedents and 
will adhere to them, but the other eight are 
for a change and will probably have it. 

Senator Kerrick is in a delicate position as 
the member from. Gov.-elect Fifer’s district, 
and will naturally codperate with those of 
his colleagues who want fair treatment given 
everybody, and it is this disposition on the 
part of disinterested Republican leaders that 
may bring about a compromise in the caucus. 

THE MINORITY TO BE CARED FOR.

It is claimed that 
his appointment is illegal, and it is probable 
that a determined fight will be Made in the 
Senate against his confirmation. The Sher- 
man Republicans in the Senate are numer- 
ous and aggressive, as was shown last win- 
ter, and it is not likely that they will let this 
opportunity to injure Gov. Foraker go by.

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RAILROAD STOCKS MAINTAINED IN VALUE. 
The exaggerated statements r an 
alarming decrease in the value of railroad 
stocks last year in consequence of the Inter- 
State Commerce act are well exposed by the 
following table, compiled by the New York 
Financial Record, showing the closing average 
price of the stocks of twenty-four leading 
railroads Dec. 31, 1887, with the higtest, low- 
est, and closing average price for each month 
in 1888:

Thus twenty-four leading railroad stocks 
lumped. together show a small net gain of 
half a point mn 1888 instead of a falling oft. 
The range in 1887 was 135 points, and in 1888 
it was 11½ points. The lowest average for 
1887 was 58%, Oct. 17, and the lowest average 
for 1888 was 56%, April 2. The highest aver- 
age for 1887 was 7214, May 18, and the high- 
est average for 1888 was 6736, Oct. 1. The 
Record does not name the corporations in- 
cluded in its list, but it is evident that the 
showing is confined to the stronger roads, 
and a different exhibit might be made if an 
accou nt was taken only of bankrupt concerns. 
The statement is important as showmg how 
the legitimate railroads built and operated 
for traffic and not for speculative purposes 
have sustained their stocks evenly and stead- 
ily during last year. The general average 
shows remarkably little fluctuation — less 
than the year before. 

One reason doubdtiess why the strong and 
solvent railroads have been so little affected 
by the Imter-State act in respect to the value 
of their stocks is doubtiess the fact tha}, for 
matiy years before the adoption of the act 
they had voluntarily enforced the short haul 
rule and the new law required of them no 
change in that particular.

THE RAILROADS AND THE SIOUX RESER- 
VATION. 

The Committee on Indian Affairs, in its re- 
port accompanying the bill to open the Sioux 
Reservation in Dakota, arraigns the Chicago 
& Northwestern and the Northern Pacific 
Railroads for resisting that policy, and ac- 
cuses them of being the power behind the 
obstinate Sioux chiefs who oppose opening 
and selling the lands. The report says: 


The Northern Pacific Railroad, as we are ad- 
vised, own large amounts of real estate in Dako- 
ta that the sire to sell at profitable figures, 
and if this bill should become a law and thereby 
open up 11,000,000 acres to settiers at nominal 
figures compared with the prices they ask for 
theirs the market for their land would be closed 
for many years to come. So they, with their 
mighty IM oppose the bill. The Northwest- 
erm Railroad Company, running to Pierre on the 
Missouri River, are interested, so we are advi 
in another road that runs around this great res- 
eryation to the Black Hills and does all the 
ca trade for this vast section. To open up 
this reseryation would not only compel the 
Northwestern to complete their own line through 
to the Black Hills, a thing they do not want to 
do, but it forces the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul and other competing linus through. There- 
fore they oppose the measure. 


The report intimates that by bribery or 
otherwise the officials of the railroads in 
qnestion were able to control the “ squaw 
men” and the chiefs who persistently re- 
fused to consent to opening the reservation. 
It is hard to believe the railroad managers 
are G@cting in such a shortsighted manner. 
The more people thay can get into Dakota 
the better wili be thé market for lands and 
the more traffic for the railroads. It is true, 
however, as stated in the report, that the 
Chicago & Northwestern Raiiroad now has 
a monopoly of the traffic of the Black Hilis 
region and would lose it if the reservation 
were opened and the St. Paul Road could 
build a competing line through to Deadwood, 
as it intends to do at the first opportunity. 
The Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley 
line, which is owned and operated by the 
Northwestern, now runs through Northern 
Nebraska nearly to Wyoming and then 
turns north, thus getting around and west of 
the reservation and into the Black Hills 
country, the traffic of which it monopolizes. 
If reservation were opened tne North- 
western would have to build a second line to 
the Black Hus through Dakota in order to 
meet the competition of the St. Paul line. 

It railroad influences and boodle are being 
used to keep the Sioux chiefs in an obstinate 
mood and prevent the opening of the Sioux 
Reservation, Congress sbovid see that fur- 
ther negotiations with the Inaians would be 
farcical, and the only course is to open the 
reservation without asking consent of the 
savages. The doctrine that the United States 


[ean de bound by treaty obligations 


with Indian tribes has been en- 
plodéd by the Supreme Court. It is not 
necessary to ask or obtain the consent of the 
indians to open the reservation. The terms 
offered the Sioux Nation are just and gener- 
ous and have the approval of all the philan- 
thropists who have interested themselves in 
the matter. This beneficent policy is not to 
thwarted by a few obstinate chiefs and 
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at once and open the reservation. 
THE NICARAGUA CANAL SCHEME. 

There is every for congratulation 
that the House has at last passed the bill in- 
corporating the Nicaragua Canal Company, 
which had previously been passed by the 
Senate. Though somewhat amended in the 
House an agreement will undoubtedly be 
reached on the amendments in time to have 
the bill go before the President for his signa- 
ture and thus give the company a legal exist- 
ence. As the charter in its original from 
clearly stipulated that the Government 
should not be financially bound in any way, 
there was no reason why the bill should not 
have been passed at once and the company 
had its charter right away. 

Under the provisions of the bill the United 
States is not committed to any liability on 
account of the company, while Congress has 
a measure of control by demanding the 
power to regulate rates of transportation by 
requiring the company to make an annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior, and 
by prohibiting it from accepting any further 
concessions from the Governments of Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua which may affect the 
riguts of American citizens without the con- 
sent of this Government. It also provides 
that no0.éertuficate of stock shall be issued 
until at least 10 per cent shail be paid for in 
money, that tne stock shall not be assignable 
untii the whole is paid in, and that no bonds 
m excess of the amount of capital paid and 
received shall be authorized or issued until 
such paid capital amounts to $5,000,000. The 
capital stock n fixed ut $100,000,000, with the 
right to increase it to $200,000,000 upon the 
vote of two-thirds of the stock of the com- 
pany. It is also provided that the members 
of the Board of Directors shall be citizens of 
the United States or Nicaragua, and a ma- 
jority of the board must be citizens and resi- 
dents of the United States. 

The principle of the Monroe doctrine is ap- 
plied not alone by the provision relating to 
concessions from the Central American Gov- 
ernments, but by the resolytion which passed 
the Senate almost at the same time the 
Nicaragua bill passed the House, setting 
forth that the United States will look with 
serious concern and disapproval on any con- 
nection of any European Government with 
the construction of aship canal across the 
Isthmus of Darién or Central America.“ 
This is a sufficient warning to France to keep 
its hands out of De Lesseps’ ill-starred en- 
terprise. As the Nicaragua scheme now 
stands, the final surveys have all been made, 
the National charter will soon be in tne 
hands of the company, and the great work 
will begin as soon as the money is forthcom- 
ing, There is every reason to believe Ameri- 
can skill and enterprise will speedily push 
the work through to its successful comple- 
tion.

CONGRESSMAN THOMAS’ CRUISER. 

The designs for the new submerged cruiser 
prepared by Congressman Thomas of this 
State, whose knowiedge of shipbuilding was 
not supposed to go beyond the construc- 
tion of prairie schooners, have met with the 
cordial and unanimous approval of the most 
critical board of experts that could have been 
selected, Commodores Sicard and Schley, 
Naval Constructor Wilson, and Chief Engi- 
neer Melville. The indorsement of sucha 
board as this will create a general desire to 
learn the details of the new and formidable 
craft which Congressman Thomas bas 
evolved. At present we have only the gen- 
eral statement that when not in action she 
will stand seven and a half feet out of water, 
but when in action her upper works will be 
removed and by pumping 
stand only four feet outof water with he 
turret. Sbe will be armored with steel five 
inches thick, will have a speed of seventeen 
knots an hour, and an armamentof two ten- 
inch breechloaders throwing a 300 pound 
projectile ten miles and a dynamite gun 
throwing nitro-gelatine equal to 1,000 pounds 
of aynamite two miles; The description of 
her turret and to what extent it will provea 
mark for the enemy is indefinite, but from the 
statement that her four feet of exposure 
are the segment of a circle we infer that the 
turret is constructed in such manner that 
shots will glance from it. If the statements 
are correct she will be one of the most pow- 
erful vessels in the world and combine many 
advantages which others do not possess, not 
only in immunity from danger of attack but 
in sea-going qualities, while in armament she 
will be the rival of the Vesuvius. All the 
elements of cruising duty, sea-going ability, 
speed, defense and attack, seem to be com- 
bined in her, and as the Naval Board has 
unanimously decided to necommend the de 
sign to Congress there is little doubt that the 
money. for her construction will be appro- 
priated. It will be a triumph of no ordinary 
description should the cruiser designed by 
the Illinois farmer and stock-raiser prove to 
be all that he claims. 


SPRINGER’S CONSTITUTIONAL ELECTION 
AMENDMENT. 
Congressman Springer’s proposed constitu- 


tional amendment to change the way of 
‘electing the President does not provide for a 
choice by the popular vote, but simply for a 
kind of minority representation. His scheme 


is that the total numberof votesin each 
State shall be divided by the number of 
Electors to which it is entitled. That gives a 
ratio which divided into the vote of each 
party will show the numberof Electors it 
should have. The pian, if fairly carried out, 
would not differ materially from what would 
happen if each Congressional district were 
allowed to choose an Elector, the Electors at 
Large to be chosen by the whole State, as 
urged by Senator Morton. But till thereisa 
certginty of honest voting in the cotton 
States Mr. Springer need not expect to see 
his amendment succeed.

- RAILROAD FREIGHT OUTRAGES, 

Receivers of ive hogs at the Stock-Yards 
in this city are now paying under protest the 
charges for transportation from points on 
the Missouri River. They did so yester- . 
day for the second time and propose to keep 
it up tillable to plead their case before a 
higher authority than railroad officials. The 
excess complained of is seven and a half 
cents per hundred pounds, that being the 
charge over and above the rate on hog 
products from the same points. They regard 
it as an outrage which has ho justification 
other than personal interest by railroad 
managers in the success of packing es- 
tablishments and packing-houses at piaces 
several hundred miles west of Ohicago. 
They say the rolling stock used for the trans- 
portation of the live animal costs less to 
build and takes less time to load and unloaa 
than the one employed in transporting the 
meat and lard, while the rule sets at defiance 
a plea long and ably argued for the railroads 
against the dressed beef interest in this city. 
It was insisted that the beef should pay half 
as much more per pound than cattle on the 
hoof, because when the killing was done at 
the westernend of the line the carrying 
company lost freight charges on the offal and 
had to make the meat pay in effect for the 
transportation of the whole carcass. 

No two more diametrically opposite posi- 
tions than these could be assumed and main- 
tained by the same class of men. The com- 
parison not only places them in a ight which | 
would be ridiculous were it not so despiéable, 
but it brings home a point already made in 
these columns: that the raiiroad interests of 
this part of the United States are practically 
arrayed against Chicago business and Ch. 
cago men. Whenever they can find a plausi- 
ble excuse for instituting a discrimination 
against this city they do it, even though the 
act involves a self-evident contradiction, 
as in the cases named. And they do 
it persistently. For many years the 
grain trade has suffered from this kind 
of injustice and has most of the time 
borne the infliction with a protest so 
feeble as to be ineffectual. But there is 
room for congratulation that the men who 
handle live stock are made of sterner stuff. 
The dressed beef men brought the railroads 
to their milk a couple of years ago, and now 
the hog receivers have taken hold of the mat- 
ter with a vim that shows they mean busi- 
ness too. It will not be their fault if the 
roads are not compelled to reimburse every 
cent of the overcharge complained of, with 
interest and the cost of enforcing its collec- 
tion. It is understood they haye resolved to 
appeal to the [nter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, and if that fails to present tneir case in 
the courts with the aid of the best legal tal- 
ent attainable. Every mght-minded man in 
the country will wish them godspeed in the 
effort. — 


A Torro (O.) dispatch says the oil men 
of Northwestern Ohio are iu a flutter of ex- 
pectation.

If this rival 
company treads on the toes of the Standard 
the latter, judging by the experience of 
the past, will wage unrelenting war 
against its competitor, and unless some- 
thing extraordinary happens will crush 
it. But if it should find, after a long period 
of hostilities, that it was unable to do so, then, 
being controlled by men of much business 
capacity who will not consent to cut their 
own throats, it would propose to its antag- 
onist to pool issues and make common cause 
with it against the rest of the world. The 
latter, being controlled by business-men, 
would doubtiess accept. Having fought for 
and won their points they would care noth- 
ing for the rights of others. The prices, 
which would doubtless have dropped during 
the conflict, would be put back to something 
above the old rates so as to make up for the 
expenses of the campaign, and the latter end 
of the consumer would be worse than the be- 
ginning. This is what has happened in the 
past, and there is no reason to believe it will 
be differentin the future, unless the courts 
and the Government take a hand iu the game.

Ili- 
nois and Wisconsin have about the same 
population, but more wealth and resources 
than the Dominion. Suppose Illinois had a 
debt on her back of 200 millions of dollars 
and Wisconsin a debt of & millions.

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Know—No Warrants 
|\Michigaa—The Two 
Presidents of the Company—Something 
Aboat a Certain Ww. H. Cotteriti—What 
nya Robertson Says—Friend Led a Gay 


New Yor, Jan. 7.~[Special.] - Mr. Will- 
iam Henry Cotterul, President of the Eleo- 
tric Sugar Refining Company, would add to 
his credit by returning to New York. There 
are people here who ti he is spending his 
time ia Michigan to no purpose, and still 
others who would like to know why 
he allowed Mrs. Friend and Howard to 
slip away from him and possibly get into 
Canada where no warrant of an American 
court will reach them. No warrants were is- 
sued for the arrest of these persons in Michi- 
gan, although a good deal of * doc 
umentary evidence is saia to have been 
sent to Cotterill, nor was any attempt appar- 
ently made to prevent the legatees of 
“Prof.” Friend’s fraud from getting out of 
the country. Warrants, it is true, were 
sworn out in New York yesterday, but they 
were not issued until the persons wanted had 
skipped away. Just why, in the light of all 
their transactions, these people were allowed 
to escave President Cotterili and others will 
probably be called upon wo fully explain. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS. 

There is a siguificance in the records of the 

two successive Presidents of the Electric 


— 45 Refining Company that at this time 
Will de ot particular interest to the victim- 
ized shareholders. R. N. Woodworth, the 


original President of the company, 
served in that  capacit for over 
a year and was mu respected 
by his fellow-officers and the shareholders. 


Treasurer Robertson went to Europe in the 
spring of 1885, remaining away about four 
mon During his absence President 
Woodworth and § Vice-President Cot- 
terili bad entire charge of the 
funds. When Mr. Robertson returned 
he found that President Woodworth 
had appropriated a large amount of the funds 
of the company to his own use. Mr. Rovert- 
son consulted Vice-President Cotterill, and it 
was decided not to prosecute Mr. Woodworth 
because of the effect that the scandal might 
have on the company’s interests here 
and in England. It was determined, 
however, to demand the President's resigna- 
tion at once, and at asubsequent meeting of 
the Board of Directors this course was pur- 
sued. Mr. Woodworth resigned and some 
months afterward died. W. H. Cotterill 
then suceeeded Mr. Woodworth as President 
and has since hiled that office. 

Not one of the victims has so far even 
threatened to prosecute the officers of the 
company, and there have as yet been no 
charges os them of complicity in the 
swindle. itis understood, however, that a 
representative of the English investors will 
leave at once for the Unitea States to make 
an investigation of the company’s affairs, and 
to take such action as may be necessary for 
the protection of their interests. 

THOUGHT THERE WAS FRAUD. 

It has been developed that in April last one 
of the stockholders who had become con- 
vinced of the existence of fraud in the 
alleged process of refining raw sugar in- 
formed several personsof his convictions, 
and gave full details of the manner in which 
he believed the fraud was being perpetrated. 

One of the persons, said to be a reporter 
for an evening per, who became possessed 
of this story called on President Cotterill in 
April, related what he had heard, and asked 
for information to either confirm or refute 
the statement. He was summarily ejected 
from the office and threatened to have the 
story publishea. The next day he received a 
letter from Howe & Hummell warning him 
that if the story sbould de 1 he would 
be prosecuted for criminal libel. 

The story of the swindling operations of a 
certain W. H. Cotterilli—not necessarily the 
rson known as the President of the Electric 
mpany—was shown to Treasurer Robert- 
son

‘But I cannot bring myself to believe that 
this story can be rag am confident that 
in this business Mr. Cotterill was as grossly 
deceived as I have been.“ 

MAY BE A DIFFERENT MAN. 

The William H. Cotterill referred to in the 
article published in 1876 may be a different 
man entirely. The newspaper men have un- 
derstood ever since the exposé of the swindle 
that President Cotterill had but one son, 


W. Cotterill Jr., who is now ir this city. 


President Cotterill has a residence at Orange, 
and when he left for Michigan to endeavor 
to obtain Mes. d's secret he took his 
wife with him. There have been no children, 
either young or grown, in the Cotterill home 
in Orange. Yet the other Cotterill was said 
to have a wife and eight children; therefore 
this is presumably a different man. 
Treasurer Robertson Was also requested to 
state if President Cotterill had had a large 
interest in the company, and he replied 
that he had originaliy owned shares, but 
had none at the present time. This number 
of shares, if sold in England at the average 
price of $400 a share, which has prevaiiea 
there for at least two years past, would have 


brought 000. 

Treasurer mn also disposed of his 
interest, so that the financial loss to the offi- 
cers of the company is in any event extreme 

insignificant when compared with the 
amounts lost by the stockholders. 

Some hints have been made that Prof. 
Friend never died. There is nothing in them. 
He died during the blizzard last March and 
his funeral to be postponed two days on 
that account. The i4th of March he was 
: in @ receiving vault and two weeks 
ater was regularly interred in a burial 
lot at Woodlawn etery provided by 
President Cotterill. During his sickness he 
was attended by 12 John B. Crosby. who 
was sent to him by Mr. Cotterili. Dr. Crosby 
said today there was no doubt about Friend’s 
death. ere have aiso been hints that 
Friend was drowned wulle taking a bath, but 
the real truth is that he was affiicted with a 
too liberal use of alcohol, What gave rise 
to the story that Friend had deen arowned 
was the statement of a friend of his named 


“Barney that he had been given a bath just 
n died. Barney, W.. has no conuec-

MRS. FRIEND IN ANN ARBOR. 


She Called on Her Attorneys There Yester- 
day and Then Left Again. 

Anw Anon, Mich., Jan. 7.—({Special.}— 

Mrs. Friend, with a gentleman, evidently Mr. 
Leach, the discharged mechanic mentioned, 
has been in the city this evening in consul- 
tation with her attorneys. Where they came 
from no one knows, and they left as mys- 
teriously. 

The rumor of Prof. Friend’s being alive is 
pronounced by President Cotterill as false. 
He declared tonight that he saw Friend dead, 
saw bim in his coffin, and saw him buried. 
President Cotterill! also denies es goog wpe | 
that he was in any way cognizant of a fraud 
being perpetrated on-the stockholders. 


THE TERMS OF THE CONTRACT. 


It Was a One-Sided Affair, Being All in 
Favor of the Friends. 

Arx ARBor, Mich., Jan. 7.—The famous 
contract made between the Friends and the 
Electric Sugar Refining Company was the 
most one-sided contract ever seen in 
Michigan, perhaps. To be made binding 
it is witnessed, signed, and sealed on each 
of its nineteen type-written pages. By its 
terms Henry C. Friend and Olive C. Friend, 
his wifé, covenant with the Electric Sugar 
—.— Company, the said Friends having 
inven a process for refining different 
grades of sugar at prices far below 
the market value thereof, making 90 
per cent of pure sugar with a loss 
in weight of not over 5 per cont. There 
is nothing in the contract stating that raw 
sugar shall be used. The entire contract is 
based upon a secret process. The company 
absolutely bound itseif not toin any way at- 
tempt to find out what the secret was. The 
Friends were to remain in possession of the 
secret, and any attempt on the part of the 
company or their employés, agents, or law- 
yers to find out the secret forfeited all 
their rights and any stock they may have 
heid. It was also a condition that the re- 
quest of stockholders for the secret or any 
attempt to force it by legal process should 
work a forfeiture, and in case Prof. Friend 
died the conditions should remain a 
as securing the rights of Mrs. Friend. The 
contract was signed on behalf of the 
company by R. W. Woodworth, President. 
and W. H. Cotterill, Secretary, and on the 
part ot the Friends by Prof. Henry C. Friend 
and Olive C. Friend. The witnesses are W.

BERLIN, Jan. 7.— The National Zeitung sees 
in the Samoa disaster traces of envious med- 
diing on the part of rivals to the German 
power in Samoa, especially Americans: The 
Zeitung says it trusts that the Government, 
once for all, will seek to obviate further 
troubles of the kind by making serious and 
energetic representations on the subject at 
Washington.

Loxpox, Jau. 7.—Artist Stott, who resides 
principally in Paris, created a hubbub of ex- 
citement in the rooms of the Hogarth Club 
Wednesday night last by denouncing his 
brother artist, Whistler, as a liar and a cow- 
ard. Whistler gave prompt evidence of his 
disapproval of this language, and, after ad- 
ministering. some rather severe blows on 
Stott’s head, the reports say, kicked the 
offender out of the room. Artist 
Whistler subsequently wrote a humorous let- 
ter to the club committee giving the facts at- 
tending the case and claiming that the meas- 
ures he had adopted would prevent in future 
members of the club being made subject to 
insults. Rumors of a duel between the two 
gentlemen have been prevalent, and it seems 
to de well understood that Mr. Whistler is 
willing to give satisfaction to Mr. Stott. Mr. 
Stott’s grievance is understood to be that he 
was unfairly treated by Mr. Whistler when 
that gentleman was President of the Royal 
Society of British Artists.

RELYING ON COYNE’'S CO-OPERATION. 


Democrats Hope to Secure a Majority of the 
Election Judges. . 

The terms of three-fourths of the judges of 
election in Chicago, Hyde Park, Lake, Cicero, 
Jefferson, and Lake View will expire this spring. 
Under the law the Election Commissioners 
„shall, at least sixty days prior to the election 
(April 8), choose three electors, who shall be 
householders, for judges of election to succeed 
those whose terms expire in every precinct of 
the towns above named. The Election Commis- 
sioners in accordance with this law are serving 
notices on the committeemen of the respective 


parties to supply them with lists from which to 


select the judges, The Democrats have already 
been notified and are active. The Democratic 
City Central Committee have held a meeting to 
atrange for the capture of two of the three 
judges in every precinct. They expect assist- 
ance from Commissioner Coyne in this. His 
„labor“ judges will fairly represent the average 
Democratic voter. The Republicans have not 
yet made any move, It is expected that their 
City Central Committee will be convened ina 
few days to telk over the situation and to take 
measures to secure au equal representation with 
the Democrats in the city precincts. The matter 
was allowed to go by default last spring.

The contractors who put in bids for furnishing 
elm trees to the West Park Commissioners, to be 
used on Ashland boulevard, claim that rank 
favoritism was shown by the board in awarding 
the contracts, The specifications called for 
trees thirty feet high and six inches in diameter. 
The bids ranged from $6.50 to $15. P. S. Peter- 
son secured the contract at the latter figure. C. 
Benson, one of the bidders, appeared before the 
board yesterday afternoon and asked permission 
to make a statement. He said: 

Thad an option on a lot of 550 nursery trees 
owned by Chester Dickinson of Jefferson I 
proposed to furnish you the pick of 150 elms from 
this lot for $14 apiece. The award of the con- 
tract was made to Mr. Peterson. who is furnish- 
ing — the average of this identical lot of trees 
for $15 each. The trees that are now being 
planted by Peterson do not fill the conditions 
asked in your cifications.” 

Benson was here interrupted and told to pre- 
sent his grievances to tne improvement Commit- 
tee. After the board had adjourned two or three 
of the irate bidders who had been waiting on the 
outside accosted President Thompson and vio- 
lent personalities were freely exchanged. 

The board adopted a resolution making West 
Jackson street a boulevard, against the 4 * 
ton of Commissioner Mason.

ANIMALS FOR BREEDING PURPOSES. 
New Legislation Needed in Regard to 


Their Importation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—J. 
H. Saunders of Chicago is in the city in the 
interests of the Cattle-Growers’ and “‘Horse- 
Importers’ Association. The Senate Finance 
Committee has been granting him hearings 
in regard to certain provisions in the new 
tariff bili concerning the importation of 
cattle and horses for breeding purposes. 
During the present Administration, Mr. 
Saunders states, there have been many dif- 
ficulues encountered by the breeders’ asso- 
ciation with the custom-house authorities as 
to the explicit construction to be placed on 
the law entitiing animals for breedin

The custom officers beld that 

these animals should be entered 
solely for breeding and not to 
be sold after their importation. The import- 
ers held that they could not carry on their 
business unless the animals were sold to dif- 
ferent individuals for breeding purposes.

They Wanted to Hear the Senate Debate 
on the Monroe Doctrine.

Judge Moody, Senator-Elect from Dakota,

Wasnrneron, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.}]—

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill was 
completed today by the House Committee on 
Appropriations. It carries an gate ap 
propriawon of $22,852,996, being $6,721,451 less 
than the regular and special estimates and 
$3,769,008 less than the appropriation for 
the current fiscal year. Following the 
paragraphs making appropriations for

Will Be Invited to the Cabinet. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 6—[New York 
Herald Speciai.}—Mr. Hiscock of New York 
was the centre of attraction among his Sena- 
torial associates today. Mr. Hiscock re- 
turned from Indianapolis last night. His ap- 
pearance in the Senate Chamber this morn- 
ing was the signal for a general movement in 
that direction. First Mr. Evarts went over 
and dropped into the seat beside him. The 


two put their beads together and chatted for 
halt an hour. It was noticeable, however, 
that Mr. Hiscock did most of the talking.

Hawley of Connecucut and Mr. Allison of 
Iowa took his piace. In a few minutes Mr. 
Allison looked up, and seeing Senator Cul- 
lom crossing the area in front of the Vice- 
President’s desk, beckoned to the [Illinois 
Senator, who immediately joined the group; 
and so it went during most of the afternoon, 
until the majority of Mr. Hiscock’s Repub- 
lican associates had had the opportunity of 
talking with him. 

From what Mr. Hiscock said it is inferred 
that both Senators Sherman and Allison will 
be invited to aceept a piace in Gen. Harri- 
son’s Cabinet. To the former tne portfolio of 
State will be given and to the latter the 
Treasury portfolio. It is not understood that 
to these gentlemen a direct tender of these 
places has been made, but it will come in due 
season, and when it does both will accept. 
Gen. Harrison’s 1d it 18 said, is to witn- 
hold the names of his Cabinet Ministers until 
all have been agreed upon, when they will be 
announced simultaneously. 

‘Neither Senators Sberman nor Alison de- 
sires to enter the Cabinet. Each realizes that 
to do so would be to destroy whatever hope 
he may entertain of securing a Presidential 
nomination himself. In ali human proba- 
bility Gen. Harrison will desire to be his own 
successor. Should he secure a nomination it 
will be eight years before Sherman or Allison 
could come to the front again as candidates. 
When that ume arrives Mr. Allison win 
be 67 years ola and Mr. Sherman 73. In this 
era of young men each would have passed 
the age when it is desirable to select 
a Presidential candidate. Yet, notwith- 
standing these facts, notwithstanding the 
tremendous sacrifice which they must neces- 
sarily make, it is stoutly asserted that they 
will do as requested, and for the four years 
beginning with the 4th of next March be- 
come the most prominent members of Gen. 
Harrison’s political household. 

The gentlemen who make this prediction 
say that Sherman and Allison will take this 
step from strict convictions of duty. They 
feel that they owe all that they are to the 
Republican party; that the party expects 
Gen. Harrison to give the vountry a strong 
administration, and that he can only do this 
by drawing about him the ablest men within 
Its ranks, and that. therefore, should he call 
upon them, ag he undoubtedly will, they have 
no alternative but to accept. In this connec- 
tion it may be stated that the gossip con- 
necting Mr, Evarts’ name with the Euglisn 
mission, thus maxing a place in the Senate 
for Warner Miller of New York, finds many 
believers since Mr. Hiscock's ‘return from 
Indianapolis.
